lliiiItT this lieiul \vi! notice n very intorost- 
iiiH article in tlio Now Zcalmid Tress, the 
Hubstmico of wliicli is, in ouo det;reo or 
iuiotlK'r,iii)pliciibk' to iilmost every country. 
Tho writer lulvociittis the eHtnblishmuut of 
ciittann homestemls lis ouo of the most 
fensiblo solutions of tho "uuemployoil" 
diffioalty. TUs is a very serious trouble in 
New Zealand and Anstrolia for the reason 
tliat in certain seasons of tho year there are 
necessarily gl'Sat ntiiubers out of eniploy- 
nient. This ii4 not cnnsed by traile liepres- 
.iion — though snch a state of iifl'iurs must 
iiugnient it — but is the natural result of 
the modes of earryinj^ on the industries of 
the country. In the liiirvGatiug niul shcar- 
iny seasons a largo amount of extra labor is 
required, for which, during tho roinaiuder 
of tho year, little or no employment cau be 
found. The result is an army of tramps 
who, being comi)elhd to spend half the 
year wnndering about in search of work, 
soon acquire a distaste for work at all, and 
go to swell the number of criminals or the 
couiirnicd loafers whose hard feelings 
ngniuHt Hocioty iu general make them the 
reaily recruits of any demagogue who 
chooses to rouso their resentful fueliugs 
against the government which thoy blnmo 
for their condition. Tlie old saw that 
"Satan tiluls some luischief still for idle 
hands to do" was never better exomplilied 
than iu the case of uueinployed labor- 
ers. What then to do with the un- 
employed is a question which will, at 
some time present itself to every govern- 
nioiit, and one of tho first resorts £;en- 
erally is to set them to work on govcru- 
niont cnntracts. Ilut thin expedient is at 
beat a temporary one. Tho .auggeation of 
our New Zealand contemporary of estab 
lishing cottage homesteads where men 
could liiivo ft few acres of- land at a rea- 
sonable rate sesnis to be a most radical 
remedy, for tho reason that it would give 
every indu.strioiis man a:i interi'st in tlie 
country; it would supply hini with a 
l)riititable outlet for Ills labor during a 
dull season, and lastly, it would bring 
him into sympulhy with tho landowners 
of the district, as tho welfare of oiio 
would bo, to a large extent, the welfare 
of tho other. While all this applies par 
tioularly to the colonies of wiiicli we have 
spoken, anil perliMpx t" Enghuid itself, it 
should also be of interest to us and every 
growing country. After periods of great 
activity and prosperity tliero are suro tn 
come times of depression when little work 
is progressing and laborers tiiid nothing 
to do. If they had their homesteads to 
attach them to tho counti-y we should be 
spared the sight of crowds o' idle and 
siillun men, fur all would share the com 
mon interest in the restoration of pros- 
perity which patience and energy would 
soon bring about. When po many .so- 
cieties are being formed for various 
benevolent [>urpo3es, one for the estab- 
lishment of cottage homesteads ought to 
be considered by some far-sighted and 
public- spirited persons.

Tho 
statemoiu of one nf their loaders that the 
woman who shot Ros.sa was in the employ 
of tho English government is of course 
prepoateriius; a powerful government has 
no need to resort to such means fur the 
punishment of criminals. If it can be 
proved that O'Donovan Rossa, or any 
other .American resident, was concerned 
in the recent dyiiainite outrages, the mat- 
ter will become a suiiject on which the 
two goviu'iimeulH must ciuijo to terms. 
Tim most pndiabli! explanation of Mon- 
day's shooting i.s that the wouinn la a 
fanatic, it may bo an EngliKh woman, 
whose mind has boon worked upon by the 
iiHw.s of the wanton outrages in Kiighuid 
till she felt called upon to uersonally 
avenge the injuries douo to her eouiitry- 
mon and women.

"Spectator" Aiisweretl. 

ToTUK Editor: — In your issue of 'J.^rd 
December appoara a letter from one sign- 
ing himself "Spectator," of Barkervillo, 
in which there are some glaring misstate- 
ments that, unless contradicted, might 
have a bad effect. Ho says, first, the only 
reason assigned for the scarcity of pro- 
visions is bad roads; that the roads have 
been impaasablo for throe montha or more. 
I have just been informed by one of our 
merchants that ho started from tho Mouth 
of Quesnolle on the 7th Dec. with two 
heavy loi da of freight and arrived in liar 
kerville on tho lilh without any ditliculty. 
tie also says there ha.s boon ut no time 
this fall anything to prevent teams from 
coming to Biirkervillo with light loads— 
that it was tho snow which fell in October 
and tho thaw afterwards that causoil 
muddy roads. A gentleman who camo up 
from tho iMouth on the 11th November 
informed me that the roads wore good; in 
fact, he said he never saw them better fiu- 
this time of the year. In tho month of 
October several ox teams can. e up to .Stan 
loy. 1 came up tho road tho last of .Sep- 
tember and it was good then, and the 
mail has not been behind time on account 
of bad roada this fall. Now, the acaroity 
of provisions thia fall was caused by tho 
scarcity of teams. The farmers gather in 
their root crops and plow in the fall, and 
thoy generally wait till the snow comes 
beforo thoy bring their produce to mar 
ket. Is it not to throw mud and aliiue at 
the government ofticera that you are after, 
Mr. Spectator? I do not believe there 
arohaif a dozen mon iu Caiiboo who will 
say our government otlicera are either in- 
competent or negligent. Kour of them 
havo been in Cariboo upwards of twenty 
years and none can hay luit their record 
is clear. They cau fold themselves in the 
garb of their own integrity and safe iu 
self-approving consciences stand unmoved 
liy all such attacks. 

Tho next fling ia at tho postmaster, and 
here again "Spectator" draws upon his 
imiigiuation and makes some gross inis- 
stateinonta, the detailing of which I do 
not doom neceaaary. 

In the middle ages, among the Romans, 
a man was beaten to death with clubs for 
slander and a false witnesa thrown head- 
long from the capitol. In some |)arts of 
thia coiitiuput alaiuler ia piiiiialied liy 
shooting; but 1 do nut think this practice 
will ever como into faaliion in Cariboi:.

Mr. Vrooman. of San l-'ram-isen, i w-linc 
father was for 3^! years a missionary ni 
China) who is thoroughly eonversaiit witli 
their language and cusloms, and is engaged 
in Chinese uiissiim work in that eity, lias 
been spending several weeks in Vieloria, 
and it was at bis suggestion that the matter 
was taken in hand. On visiting a number 
of Chinese merchants thoy wero found to 
be greatly in favor of the establtshmeut of 
the school, and promised fluaucinl assia- 
tauce, Mr. Loo Cuoo Fau, of Kwoug Lee A; 
Co., tendering $50, and promising that he 
would aasist further when called upon to 
do so. 

The object of the school is to first in- 
struct the Chinese in Eni^dish, and as they 
master this to use it as a means of iiistill- 
iu;^ Christian precepts. A (Miristiani/ed 
Chinaman and his wife who are at jireseiit 
in Portlanil, can be seeured to coudiiet the 
Sunday services and to take cliai-ne of the 
school for secular iiiBtruetioii. Keiireseiita- 
tioiis have boon forwarded by tho Uov. Mr. 
I'ereival, pastor of the .MetbodiHt clinrch of 
this cily, to the Methodist missionary 
societ}' in the east, station the jibases of the 
iiialter, and it ia contidoiitly expected that 
society will proelaini Victoria as a Chinese 
mission field and support the elVort.

During the post teu years u rolining In- 
iluonco iins bcvu at work iu the runka of 
' tlie dbg-catcLcra Iu 1874 tlicy wcro 
brutal,' later on they became hnlf-savage, 
now tliuy lire wltliiu the pale of hope, aucl 
Djiiy, yet wear the bad-je. pf Uumaoity. 
Tun'years u''o dog-cutcners' scoiiml ■ the 
strvets oiul alleys late and early iu search 
of the atrayiiig canine. There VfM then a 
price .on^ every dog's hcnd, tliOs iUarsIiars 
was a fee-taking oillco without siilary, 
and tho t^O cents each paid for impounded 
dogs was part of Lis poniuisltes. The 
catchers, loo, were allowed ho nuich ii 
d(ig. In their zeal to make uioiiey the 
catchers ilid not liesitate to enter privat-o 
grounds after dogs, or to take I hem even 
when licenses were displayed upon their 
necks. Tliere was big inouoy iu the busi- 
ness, and thu poor do^'s brains were bat- 
tered out by a giant who wielded a huge 
club. 

Tlie dog-catcher has changed not a little 
in tlie past deciide. Ills bujluetw Is not 
now iLS hazardous as it formerly was. It 
is no longer thickly paved with dniigera. 
There may he an occ asional interruption 
to tlie stui.-^liiue that lialits his road, hut it 
is only a piissinLr cloud and leaves no such 
results as follow a storm. The dog of 
this day lias a srcat deal of di.scretlon, and 
in the acciiniulation of years inul gray 
liair8 discretion will disi-ount valor ovory 
time. Tlie discretion of the present dog 
keeps hiiu out of the way of tho dog- 
catcher and juolotigs his familiarity wiUi 
the plea.snre spots— tin cans, brickbats ami 
loose boni's of this eartli. 

Only llie vellow ilog gets the worst of 
the tight. Having no home and no poor 
relations with wliom to whjle awiiy his 
leisure hours or find rest for his tired and 
bruised bones, the vcllow dog is tho pariah 
of tho canine world. He Is tho WaHlftr- 
lng Jew among dogs. His only mission 
in life is to keep "moving on. " l^edos- 
triaulsm is hi.s single hope — the broad, 
cheerless face of the earth liis only home. 
Being without p.ii-eiital mansion or 
hunibli^ hoiiriliuij-housc, the vagrant cur 
Is abroad early, having reuudnea out all 
night, so as to catch tlie tirst gray streaks 
of dawn where tlie^' light the eiustern sky. 

The dug- catcher knows this, so ho 
aluikes hiiusclf out of his bed-clothes at 
break o' day to circumvent the early dog. 
In tills citv two wairotis arc sent out, eacb 
having a ilrivcr aiul three "wireri " Tlieso 
swoop down upon the chronie-eolored ani- 
nial as he emerges from a friendly alley, 
almost before he has time to rid himself 
of the dust of the ash barrel hcucatli which 
ho passed the night. A skillful throw of 
the wire makes captive tho yellow dog, 
and if his wind is not choked ofl' by tlie 
cruel bras,s ho Is dragged howling to tho 
wagon, seized by the back of the neck and 
slapped into the moving pen ercu before 
tho entire situutiuu has had time to enter 
his dazed brain. At about U n. m. tho 
first wa'goa-load is landed at the pound, 
and early la tbo afternoon anotluir tour Is 
made, tue harmless dog who is then work- 
ing hia usual free lunch rout j being again 
tho object of ptir.suil. In this manner day 
by day the sifting out of the dogs of the 
community and the .survival of tho (litest 
or the most fortunate is accomplished. 

Familiiirily with chasing the ciinlne 
breeds the utmost contempt fur h'.m on 
the part of his pursuer. The .sm dler the 
dog the worse tlio treatment ho gets. 
Small dogs, as everybody knows, are 
playful and elusive in their habit';. A 
five pound ctir can worry tho extremities 
of a man's trousers for a half hour and 
during that whole time keep out of reach 
of the man's boot. A bluck-acd-laii or an 
ordinary poodle can make a cntcher do a 
great deal of running before the wire gets 
over bis hend, and even wlien cornered he 
is a hard pubjett to linndla The cflteJier's 
indignation will tJicn assort it-wlf in the 
severe handling he gives that dog. The 
wire win be drawn taut and the dog will 
got a ride from the end of it aa the catcher 
circles him several times ovcrhlB bead; 
tihon tbQ catcher will seize the treitibling 
snimal hj tbe back of the neck Btvvttg&ly, 
and with » vicious bang will fire hin» into 
tlie , wagon. This iaxhc case when the 
catcher nas lils own way. 

Now and then the dog has all the fun. 
. This happens when the dog has more sense 
and a larger share of brutality in his na- 
tuio than the man who is pursuing him. 
A false throw of the wire lasso willsomc- 
tlmes cull out all the savagery of the ca- 
niuo. He will Instantly turn upon his 
pursuer, growl, .show bis tpeth, and start 
the ehaso In imother ilirectiou. It very 
seldom that a tlog aitelier is bitten, but he 
gets the bite occasionaly. The only way 
ho eseapta the nuimid's" teeth when the lat- 
ter organizes the pursuit Is using his legs 
with greater facility than the dog. It 
really affords the friends of the dog de 
light to note the rapidity with which the 
enemy of the dog ascends the nearest 
fence or olamb^rs up the sido of hia wagon 
to ovoid parting with a pound of tlesh. 

Tbo chase contiaues as long as the ap- 
propriation lasts, and there are or- 
dinarily two appropriations luaycar of 
about ?l,SO(i or «l,r)(JO eaqli. The pound- 
keeper is « dc|uity nuirsha! with the salary 
of tlmt ofllcinl; the catcher^ are paid a 
flalary of i? 10 or .?S0 a uiontli. Tin- only 
fee Is tho pound fee of 25 cents, which fs 
added lo the *!{ license wlieii a dog l.s 
taken out of the concern at tlie foot of 
Lesperanec street After tho approjiria- 
tlou is oxluiusted the deputy niiirsliid lakes 
to cnfchlag goai.s, cows, hogs, etc., which 
lU'G disposed of ut. auction when not re- 
deemed by their owners. This branch 
of their l)iisiiiess is equally e.\:cltiug and 
osbliariiting as the eatohing of doga
